Public opinion in Ohio appears 
to sustain the measure so effectively that 
it will be fairly tried, and and in that oaso 
the tsmparance question will thoro bo

Michigan on the temperance question, 
notwithstanding prohibition has been 
defeated.

Mutilation of Trnilo Dollars. 


Thci'O will bo considerable delay in Iho re- 


demption mid payment of these dollars, and 
thoso who thought that all they would havo 
Lo do was to go ami get their money ivill be 
sniily disappointed, and it may bo u long time- 
huforc they aro waited upon. Tho capacity 
for counting the dollars is only 5100,000 per 
day. They havo to bo received, counted, ami, 
if found correct, then certified to and pniJ. 
Ucr.cc Lho delay. But a now and big canso 
for alarm among holders of tho trade dollar 
has arisen. It is that nearly nil tho trndo 
dollars coming back from China are mutilated 
or "clipped,"1 nnd these aro only bought us 
bullion and not redeemed [for 
$1. 
Tho 


CbinuiiH hail a habit, and it has proved a bad 
one, of ''clipping." or marking with somo of 
their outlandish characters each dollar that 
camo into their possession. 


Thoso marks told of tho character of silver 


nnd weight i;i each coin. 
Thousands of 


iho dollars havo as many as six or dgbti 
different Chinese stamps, or "clips," on Ilium. 
All thus mutilated are no good, except as 
bullion. Now, a.s tho trado dollar vfaa coined 
for tho Chinese, it is probablu that n. large 
majority of tho coin is thus mutilated, and 
that is what makes tho count atthi assay 
offices so $low. Another schema of mutila- 
tion was tho disfiguring of tho Goddess of 
Liberty on tho fuco of the dollar. On somo of 
tho coins sens to tho treasury hero, tlio poor 
goddess has been almost denuded of her 
flowing robes, und placed in awkward posi- 
tions, 


A Jnrgo number of samples havo beo^i sent 


to Secretary Fail-child and Treasurer Jordan, 
and tho artistic sketches aro remarkable. 
Treasurer Jordan has a largo number of coioa 
mutilated by the Cbineso. All coins in Lho 
Icoss mutilated, scratched, or punctured are 
7'ofiisod, and only accepted as bullion. This 
decision has ftlavnicd somo of tho speculators 
north, who went in heavy and purchased 
millions of dollars' worth of tho trade dollars 
all tho way from 83 to 97 cento, and they nro 
anxious now to close out their lots tit Ut>>_', 
preferring to loso tho half cent now than loso 
more when tho coin is examined and fouml 
mutilated, for advices received hero nro that 
many of the millions to bo redeemed are 
in such a condition that they will only Ixi 
purchased as bullion.—Balt.irr.oro American.
